B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. Where by reason of the disagreement of the Judicial Com- Appointment 

missioners under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, misdonS'in 
herein-after referred to as “ the said Act,” a scheme has not been cascofdis- 
settled or submitted to, or approved by, the Lord Lieutenant in agreemeut- 
any case, it shall be lawful to the Lord Lieutenant to request the 
10 Lord High Chancellor and the Lord Chief Justice of England to 
nominate and appoint Commissioners for the carrying of the said 
Act into execution in such case. 

2. The said Commissioner’s so nominated and appointed shall Powers of 
have all the powers and discharge all the duties of the Commis- 
15 sioners who have so disagreed, and the said Act shall have and 
remain in full force and effect in all respects until the scheme in 
respect of which such disagreement took place is settled and 
approved and comes into force. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Educational Endowments Short title.
